B. & O. S-W. Railroad company. 
A first mortgage of 840,000,000 was 
given by this company for the pur- 
pose of making improvements and 
repairs. The mortgage consists of a 
pamphlet of twenty-one pages and 
requires twenty one thousand dollars 
worth of revenue stamps. 
The pur- 


chase price of the road was $3,510,- 
000, the deeds requiring thirty fifty 
dollar 
stamps and one ten dollar 


stamp, making a total of $21,510 
invested in revenue stamps. These 
mortgages and deeds must be filed 
in forty two countless of Ohio, In- 
diana and Illinois, 
the 
states 


through which the road runs. It is 
the largest mortgage ever filed in 
this county, with one exception. 
In 1897 a mortgage of the Norfolk 
& Western was iilcd, amounting to 
862,500,000.

that it is the shortest railroad mort- 
gage over here for record.

Two Norwegians), 
Paul Bjorvig and Bert Bentsen, the 
latter of whom was with Nausen on 
the Frarn, remained there. The main 
party wintered in a canvas covered hut 
called Harmswortb 
house 
at Cape 


TegethotT, on the southern point of 
Hall's island, latijiule SO. 


About the mid<Ufcof February, before 


the rise of the sun to its winter height, 
Mr. Wellman, with three Norwegians 
and 45 dogs, started north. It was the 
earliest sledge jov.rncy on record in 
that high latitude. On reaching Fort 
McKinley, Mr. Wellman found Bentsen 
dead, but Bjorvig. according to prom- 
ise, had kept tbe body in the house, 
sleeping beside it through two months 
of Arctic darkness.

was safe and cheerful.

storms,

were confident of reaching latitude 87 
or SS, if not the pole itself.

Two clays later the party 
was aroused at midnight by an ice- 
quake under them, duo to pressure.

credit of Colonel Picquart, who was 
represented, when head of the intelli- 
ence department, as playing a crooked 
part and keeping back every piece of 
information unfavorable to Droyfus.
